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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS FOR THE 
FISCAL (CALENDAR) YEAR 1918. 



Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report covering 
customs transactions during the past year, including a review 
of the foreign commerce of the Philippine Islands and of other 
matters which appear to be of special interest. 

GENERAL TRADE CONDITIONS. 

The year 1918 was an exceptional year in the history of 
foreign commerce of the Philippine Islands. It gives evidence 
that the country has entered upon an era of unprecedented 
prosperity. Notwithstanding several conflicting factors which 
tended to diminish rather than augment the volume of trade, 
such as lack of transportation facilities, excessive freight rates 
and the prohibition placed on the exportation of a number of 
commodities, the total trade for the year far exceeds that of 
any previous year, and reflects in a direct manner the wonderful 
development that has taken place in the external commerce of 
the Islands.

It will be noted that notwithstanding the unusually heavy 
importations of rice and cotton and iron and steel manufactures, 
the year 1918 closed with a comfortable trade balance of 
1*73,190,541 in favor of the Islands, and a huge increase in 
the total trade of 1*144,784,713 over 1917. 

The year 1918 is characterized by a large increase recorded 
in the exports of coconut oil, both in quantity and in value, 
which amounted to slightly less than 200 per cent greater than 
those of the preceding year. This is suggestive of the rapid 
progress in the coconut oil industry of the Islands. Exports 
of coconut oil during the past year amounted to ^63,328,317 as 
compared with 1*22,818,294 for the preceding year, and with 
1*2,292,678 for 1913. Coincident with this increase in the ex- 
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ports of coconut oil, copra exports during 1918 decreased ap- 
proximately 37 per cent as compared with copra exports during 
1917, and it is fair to assume that in view of the increasing 
demand for copra locally, created by numerous oil mills that 
have recently been erected in Manila, copra exports will be 
materially reduced in the future if not completely cease.

Since 1913 the external commerce of the Philippine Islands 
has undergone a transformation unparalleled in its history!. 
From 1899 to the year 1915 the balance of trade was against 
the Islands to the amount of 1*37,691,183, but the changing 
volume of trade left at the close of 1916 a net balance in favor 
of the Philippines aggregating ^11,260,507; and at the close 
of the past year this was pushed up to ^144,065,600. 

Among the principal exports which contributed much in 
gaining a huge trade balance in favor of the Islands in 1918 
foreign commerce, as shown on the above table, are hemp, co- 
conut oil, sugar and tobacco products. Exports of hemp during 
the year amounted in value to ^116,383,100 as compared with 
*°93,615,559 in 1917, or an increase of 1*22,767,541. This in- 
crease is due to higher prices commanded by this staple in 
foreign markets rather than to an increase in the quantity 
exported, as the quantity exported during 1918 is slightly less 
than that exported during 1917. Exports of coconut oil during 
the past year totaled 1*63,328,317 in value, those of sugar 
^31,608,780, and those of tobacco products 1*27,150,626 as com- 
pared with 1*22,818,294, 1*24,555,357 and 1*14,301,081, respec- 
tively, during 1917. It will be noted from the above figures that 
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in these four items alone an increase of ^83, 180,632 over the 
exports of 1917 is recorded. 

While exports for 1918 show a handsome increase over those 
of 1917, imports likewise show a comparatively large increase 
over those of 1917. Imports during the year under review 
totaled 1*197,198,423 as against ^131,694,061 during 1917, 
recording an increase of ^65,604,362. The principal imports 
during the year according to their importance are cotton goods, 
iron and steel and rice. Imports of cotton and its manufactures 
amounted to 1*58,016,844, those of iron and steel to F24,507,970, 
and those of rice to ^16,433,585, as compared with ¥'37,574,005, 
¥11,855,125 and 1*10,781,463, respectively, during 1917, or a 
net gain in these three items alone of *P38,747,806. 

FOREIGN CARRYING TRADE. 

A total of 652 vessels with an aggregate net tonnage of 
1,412,871 tons entered the Philippine Islands from foreign ports 
during the year 1918, while vessels to the number of 659, re- 
presenting a total net tonnage of 1,544,648 tons were cleared 
for foreign ports. Compared with the previous year this is an 
increase in total entrances and clearances of 11 vessels, or 
46,427 tons.

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The following statement shows the value of imported and 
exported merchandise carried under each of the principal flags 
during the past two years. These figures show increases for 
all flags, with the exception of the Dutch vessels which show a 
considerable decrease. American vessels show the highest pro- 
portionate increase, Philippine vessels second, and Japanese 
vessels third. It will be noted that in 1917, as well as in 
previous years, British vessels furnished space for the largest 
portion of our external trade, but in 1918 she was surpassed 
by American vessels and pushed down to second place on the 
list. It will also be noted that in 1917 no Chinese, Danish, 
French or Swedish vessels participated in carrying our imports 
or exports, but in 1918 they all show considerable participation.

The commercial relations of the Philippine Islands with other 
countries since the outbreak of the war has undergone notable 
changes. Trade with the United States during the past year 
both in imports and exports, has increased tremendously as 
compared with previous years and is the highest on record. 
Imports show an increase of 1*42,407,927 and exports ^51,825,120 
over those recorded in 1917. The war situation has heavily 
checked importations from the United Kingdom though the 
general level of exports to that country has risen. Trade with 
France has declined pronouncedly!,- while trade with Japan, 
China, French East Indies, Australasia and Spain has increased 
materially. Summarily, America's share of the importations 
into the Philippine Islands amounted to over four times that 
of Japan, but the Mikado's land ranked second on the list of 
countries furnishing our imports, with the United Kingdom 
pushed down to fifth place. In exports United Kingdom follows 
the United States and Japan is third, pressing upon British 
trade. 

IMPORTS. 

The year just closed has been one of unprecedented activity 
in the import trade. The total value of imports for the year 
1917 was almost 50 per cent over that of 1916, but compared 
with the total value reached in 1918 it appears insignificant. 
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Imports during the past year totaled ¥197,198,423 as compared 
with 1*131,594,061 in 1917, or an increase of almost 50 per cent. 

This remarkable increase in imports during the past two years 
gives evidence of the continued development of our home market 
for foreign products and the increased purchasing power of 
the inhabitants of the Philippine Islands. The principal items 
which contributed to this increase in the order of their im- 
portance were: cotton goods, iron and steel manufactures, rice, 
fish and fish products, automobiles and wheat flour. Great in- 
creases are also noted in the importations of silk goods, chem- 
icals, drugs, dyes, and medicine, meat products, books and 
other printed matter, coal and leather manufactures. Insigni- 
ficant decreases, however, were registered in several items such 
as dairy products, soap, cattle and paper and manufactures 
thereof. 

As in the preceding year, United States ranked first among 
the countries furnishing our imports during 1918 ; Japan, second ; 
French East Indies, third ; China, fourth ; and Australasia, fifth. 
Imports from these countries show astounding increases over 
those of 1917. United States registered an increase of 56 per 
cent; Japan 59 per cent; French East Indies 33 per cent; China, 
54 per cent ; and Australasia, over 100 per cent. Slight increases 
are also noted in the importations from British East Indies, 
France, Siam and Switzerland. Imports from United Kingdom, 
Hongkong, Spain, Dutch East Indies, and Italy show consider- 
able decreases, while imports from the central countries of 
Europe ceased altogether. 

COTTON AND. ITS MANUFACTURES. 

In general the prices of cotton goods prevailing in 1918 were 
approximately 50 per cent higher than the prices that prevailed 
in 1917, but notwithstanding this drawback cotton imports 
during the year exceeded those of previous years both in quan- 
tity and in total value. The total value of cotton importations 
in 1918, which constitutes more than one fourth of the total 
imports, reached 1*58,016,844, as against 1*37,574,005 in 1917 
and 1*18,649,772 in 1916. Imports from the United States, 
Japan and China show material increases. The total value of 
imports from the United Kingdom increased considerably in 
comparison with the total value reached in 1917, but it is still 
much below pre-war imports. Imports from France, Italy, 
Netherlands and Spain show a substantial decline, while imports 
from the central countries of Europe have completely ceased. 
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In 1913 the United Kingdom was second to the United States 
among the countries furnishing our imports of cotton goods, 
but since 1915 the year immediately following the outbreak of 
the war in Europe she has failed to maintain that position 
and was supplanted by Japan in the second place, leaving her 
in the third place.

IRON AND STEEL. 

Imports of iron and steel and manufactures thereof during 
the year amounted in value to f*24,507,970, as compared with 
711,855,125 in 1917, or an increase of over 100 per cent. The 
prices of iron and steel products rose tremendously during 1918, 
as a result of the increased freight rates and the great difficulty 
experienced in the United States in securing shipping space 
for iron and steel cargoes and while the quantity imported in- 
creased considerably as compared with 1917 imports, the high 
total value reached in 1918 is largely due to higher prices. Ap- 
proximately 92 per cent of the total importations of these com- 
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modities came from the United States, and 5 per cent from 
Japan. Imports from Japan show an increase of ^597,215 over 
those of 1917, while imports from China likewise show a 
notable increase. Imports from the United Kingdom have suf- 
fered a gradual decline since the outbreak of the war. Imports 
from that country in 1913 amounted to 1*2,279,244 as compared 
with only 1*215,090 in 1918 and dropped to third place on the 
list, being supplanted by Japan in the second place.

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RICE. 

Rice imports during the year which represent 8.33 per cent 
of the total imports show a substancial increase over those of 
the previous year both in the quantity imported and the total 
value. The average value per 100 kilos amounted to F8.94 as 
compared with f*7.33 in 1917 and 1*6.87 in 1916. French East 
Indies again heads the list of countries furnishing our rice 
imports, of which approximately 84 per cent came from that 
country. Siam ranked second and contributed 14 per cent, 
which is equivalent to P2,805,333 in value, as compared with 
only ^696,722 in 1917, and British East Indies third with a 
contribution of f*397,118 as against 1*228 in 1917.

OTHER IMPORTS. 

Automobiles. — Importations of automobiles and parts thereof, 
including tires, amounted to 1*6,525,665 as against ^3,080,801 in 
1917, showing the highest proportionate increase except in the 
case of fish and fish products. Automobiles to the number of 
1,911 were imported during the past year as compared with 
1,237 in 1917 and 986 in 1916. This, though in an indirect 
manner, reflects the prosperity enjoyed by the inhabitants of 
the Islands. 

Silk and its manufactures. — The value of importations of 
silk and manufactures thereof totaled ^5,727,024, as compared 
with ^3,961,187 in 1917, and is the highest on record in the 
history of the Islands. 
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Food products. — The total value of food products other than 
rice and cattle imported during the year amounted to 1*25,627,985 
as compared with 1*17,608,865 in 1917. With the exception of 
rice, wheat flour was the food product of greatest value imported 
during the year, the total value thereof amounting to 1*6,033,528 
as against 1*3,831,050 in 1917. Australasia furnished approxi- 
mately 88 per cent of the total imports of wheat flour, amounting 
to 1*5,526,666 in value, which constitute almost 75 per cent of 
the total import trade with that country. Imports of this com- 
modity from Australasia in 1917 amounted to 1*2,425,003 only. 
Importations of fish and fish products show the highest propor- 
tionate increase, which amounted to 1*5,212,350 as compared 
with Fl,855,736 in 1917. Considerable increases are also noted 
in the importations of breadstuffs other than flour, cocoa, eggs, 
fruits and nuts, meat products and vegetables, while slight 
decreases are noted in the importations of coffee, dairy products 
and sugar in comparison with 1917 importations. 

Leather goods. — Leather and manufactures thereof amounting 
to ^4,171,064 were imported in 1918 as compared with 
1*3,247,817 in 1917. 

Vegetable fibers and manufactures thereof. — Importations of 
commodities of this class amounted to 1*4,724,325 as against 
1*3,071,808 in 1917 and $1,241,175 in 1916. 

Coal. — The total value of coal importations for 1918, amounted 
to 1*4,662,349 as against 1*3,076,470 in 1917. The increase 
shown is wholly due to higher prices that prevailed during the 
year as the quantity imported is considerably less than in 1917. 
Japan is the principal source of our coal supply, approximately 
68 per cent of the total coal importations amounting in value 
to 1*3,158,052, having come from that country as compared with 
1*2,359,838 in 1917. China ranked second with a contribution 
amounting to 1*845,119 as compared with 1*292,457 in 1917, and 
British East Indies third, which furnished coal imports valued 
at 1*222,172 as against 1*109,259 in 1917. 

EXPORTS. 

The total exports during the past year aggregated 1*270,388,964 
in value, as compared with ^191,208,613 in 1917, or an increase 
of 41 per cent. This increase is due both to an increase in the 
amounts of the various commodities exported, as well as to 
higher prices received for same. Exports to the United States 
during 1918 show an increase of approximately 41 per cent 
over those of 1917 and those to the United Kingdom, 89 per 
cent. Considerable increases are also shown in the exportations 
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to Japan, Spain, China, British East Indies, and French East 
Indies, while slight declines are shown in the exportation to 
France, Hongkong and Australasia. The principal articles of 
export during the year, according to their importance, were 
hemp, coconut oil, sugar, tobacco products and copra. As usual, 
hemp again heads the list of principal exports. Sugar, which 
occupied second place in 1917, falls down to third place this 
year, having been succeeded by coconut oil in the second place, 
and copra which ranked fourth last year was pushed down to 
fifth place, having been supplanted by tobacco products in the 
fourth place.

HEMP. 

The total quantity of hemp exported during the year show 
a slight decline in comparison with the quantity exported during 
1917, but as will be noted in the foregoing table, hemp exporta- 
tions in 1918 are much greater in value than those of 1917. 
This indicates that exceptionally high prices were obtained for 
this product in foreign markets. Hemp exports valued at 
^65,468,402, which is 56 per cent of the total exports of this 
commodity during the year, went to the United States, as against 
¥=59,291,095 exported during 1917 — an increase of 1 ?6,177,307. 
The most remarkable increase is shown in the exports to the 
United Kingdom. Hemp exports to that country reached 
¥=37,288,369 in value, as compared with only ¥18,980,263 in 
1917, or an increase of almost 100 per cent. The average value 
per 1,000 kilos of hemp during 1918 amounted to WJ87.60, which 
is the highest on record.

COCONUT OIL. 

Coconut oil is rapidly taking precedence over copra as an 
article of export. Exports of this commodity during the past 
year has shown such a tremendous increase that it is fair to 
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assume that the coconut oil industry is a permanent institution 
in the Islands and will increase in importance with each suc- 
ceeding year. Exports during 1918 amounted to 1*63,328,317, 
as compared with 1*22,818,294 in 1917 and ¥7,851,469 in 1916. 
The United States is practically the sole importer of this com- 
modity in 1918, 98 per cent of the total exports having gone to 
that country, and 2 per cent to Canada and Guam. This is 
due in a large measure to the prohibition placed by the War 
Trade Board on the exportation of coconut oil to foreign coun- 
tries, which has since been abolished. 

SUGAR. 

The total value of sugar exports during 1918 amounted to 
1*31,608,780, as compared with 1*24,555,357 in 1917, and with 
the exception of the year 1916 is the highest on record. 

In view of the higher prices commanded by other Philippine 
products both in the United States and in foreign markets, it 
is surprising to note that the average price of sugar exported 
in 1918, which amounted to 1*115.67 per 1,000 kilos, is below 
the average price for the year 1917. As usual, the principal 
markets for our sugar, according to their importance, are the 
United States, Hongkong, China, and Japan. Sugar amounting 
in value to 1*16,559,780, which is slightly over 52 per cent of 
the total sugar exports, went to the United States, while sugar 
valued at 1*6,631,536 was exported to Hongkong, 1*4,979,941 to 
China and 1*3,320,735 to Japan.

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TOBACCO PRODUCTS. 



Exports of tobacco products during 1918 have shown a very 
remarkable increase over those of 1917. The amount exported 
during the past year aggregated 1*27,150,626 in value, as com- 
pared with 1*14,301,081 in 1917, or an increase of nearly 90 
per cent. The greatest increase is shown in cigars, the amount 
exported and the value realized therefrom being the highest 
on record. Cigars to the number of 359,664,827, valued at 
^14,233,437, were exported during the year, of which approxi- 
mately 80 per cent went to the United States. The average 
value per 1,000 cigars obtained in 1918 is considerably higher 
than the average value obtained in 1917, and is the highest in 
the history of the Philippine Islands.

COPRA. 

Copra exports have shown a marked decline and it is believed 
that in view of the rapid development that has taken place in 
the local coconut oil industry, copra will gradually lose its im- 
portance as an article of export. Exports during the past year 
amounted to 1*10,377,029 in value, as against 1*16,654,301 in 
1917. 

With the exception of a small shipment of copra samples to 
Japan, valued at ^18, no shipment is recorded to any foreign 
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country. All went to the United States. This is due to the 
embargo placed on the exportation of copra to foreign ports 
which has since been rescinded.

EMBROIDERIES. 

Exports of embroideries have shown a tendency to increase 
with each succeeding year since the outbreak of the war. This 
is probably due in a large measure to the inability of the Euro- 
pean countries to supply the demands of the United States for 
this product owing to the conditions created by the war, which 
have practically paralyzed the activities in the manufacture of 
articles destined for export. The unusually great quantities of 
embroideries exported to the United States during the past three 
years seem to indicate that Philippine embroideries have at- 
tained a position in the United States markets and it is fair 
to assume that they will continue to develop in the future, not- 
withstanding a possible resumption of the manufacture and 
export of embroideries from Europe, incident to the establish- 
ment of peace. The value of embroideries exported during the 
past year aggregated 1*4,361,352, almost all of which went to 
the United States, as compared with 1*3,929,318 in 1917, 
1*2,328,024 in 1916, and 1*735,303 in 1915. 
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ORE AND BULLION. 

The total amount of gold bullion exported was 65,918 ounces, 
valued at 1*1,873,938, as against 88,658 ounces valued at 
^2,677,284 exported in 1917, showing a considerable decrease 
in the quantity and total value exported, and a slight decrease 
in the average value per ounce. Silver ore, valued at 1*28,000, 
was exported during the year, all of which went to the United 
States.

FINANCIAL TRANSACTIONS. 

Notwithstanding the loss to the revenue of nearly 1*800,000 
resulting from the suspension of duty on rice during the period 
from October 7th to December 31st, 1918, customs collections 
for the past year show an unusually large increase over those of 
the preceding year which is accounted for by increased im- 
portations in general.

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The number of employees separated on account of retirement, 
resignation or other causes amounted to 107, while 101 em- 
ployees were employed during the year. 

The large increase in the import and export trade of the 
Philippine Islands, which has been commented upon in the fore- 
going pages, has brought with it a corresponding increase in the 
volume of work devolving upon Customs employees, and in order 
to save the Bureau from a possible handicap on account of lack 
of personnel an effort was made during the year to fill all the 
vacant positions. 

INSPECTION OF VESSELS. 

As shown in the following table a total of 269 vessels, with 
an aggregate net tonnage of 44,024.40 were inspected by the 
hull and boiler inspectors of this Bureau, in accordance with the 
requirements of navigation and the steamboat inspection service. 
The number of vessels inspected in 1917 was 248, having a 
total net tonnage of 34,118.64.

According to reports received in this Office, 76 vessels were 
wrecked or lost at sea during the past year, and 19 vessels were 
placed out of commission. Admeasurements were made of 76 
vessels. 

MARINE OFFICERS. 

The Board of Marine Examiners examined 251 applicants for 
certificates of various grades, of which number 231 passed and 
20 failed. The total number of marine officers holding unex- 
pired certificates at the end of the year was 1,750, while 620 
expired certificates are outstanding. 
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DOCUMENTATION AND MCENSING OP VESSELS. 

During the year under review 42 steam vessels with a total 
net tonnage of 7,049, and 300 sailing vessels with a total net 
tonnage of 6,743 were newly documented in the coastwise trade, 
as compared with 16 steam vessels with a net tonnage of 2,673 
and 411 sailing vssels with a net tonnage of 6,208 documented 
in 1917, In the bay and river business 229 vessels with a net 
tonnage of 4,541 were newly documented in 1918 as compared 
with 109 vessels with a net tonnage of 1,481 in 1917. 

Coastwise licenses were issued during the year to 151 steam 
vessels having a net tonnage of 28,464.84, and 711 sailing ves- 
sels with a total net tonnage of 27,570.10. Bay and river li- 
censes were issued to 1,580 vessels having a total net tonnage 
of 35,672.27. The number of vessels in commission during the 
year, therefore, amounted to 2,442, with a total net tonnage 
of 91,707.21. 

IMMIGRATION AND EMIGRATION. 

The total number of passengers arriving in the Philippine 
Islands during the past year was 21,668, as compared with 
19,635 in 1917, and the total number departing was 17,710 as 
compared with 16,293 in 1917, not including enlisted men and 
others attached to the millitary or naval forces of the United 
States traveling as such. Of the total number of inward bound 
passengers, 8,866 were immigrants, 7,622 being males and 1,244 
females, while of the total number of departing passengers 885 
were emigrants showing a net gain to the Islands of 7,891 in 
so far as actual settlers are concerned. The figures for the past 
year show a decided increase in the number of inward bound 
passengers over those of 1917. This increase is accounted for 
by a relatively large increase in the number of Chinese im- 
migrants coming to the Philippine Islands and seeking admission 
during the year which may be attributed to the disturbed con- 
ditions that prevailed in China during the year caused by the 
internal wars that were going on between the different factions 
of the population. Chinese immigrants to the number of 4,999 
were admitted during the year as compared with 3,094 admitted 
in 1917, or an increase of 61 per cent. During the year ci- 
tizens of the United States to the number of 2,052 arrived and 
3,011 departed, and citizens of the Philippine Islands to the 
number of 3,438 arrived and 3,967 departed. As usual, the 
Chinese again head the list of aliens arriving at, and departing 
from, Philippine ports during the year. The total number of 
Chinese admitted was 10,376, of whom 4,999 were immigrant 
aliens and 5,377 were returning residents. Japanese immigra- 
tion shows a slight increase, the total number admitted being 
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3,965, of whom 3,559 were immigrant aliens and 406 were re- 
turning residents. Japanese to the number of 1,561 departed 
during the year. Spanish subjects to the number of 143 were 
admitted, of whom 67 were immigrant aliens and 76 were re- 
turning residents, while a total of 129 Spanish persons departed. 
A total of 347 immigrants were debarred from admission 
during the year and 72 aliens were deported from the Islands 
under the various provisions of the Immigration and Opium laws. 

SECRET SERVICE. 

During the past year the secret service force of this Bureau 
has been ably directed. Numerous arrests were made for at- 
tempted violations of customs, immigration and opium laws, 
large quantities of contraband merchandise were seized and 
many attempts to evade the revenue laws were frustrated. A 
total of 332 cases were handled, of which number convictions 
were secured in 217 cases, 55 cases were dismissed and 60 cases 
were still pending final action at the close of the year. The 
fines imposed in such cases amounted to 1*33,660. Opium 
amounting to 547 kilograms, with an approximate value of 
1*1,094,204, was seized and confiscated during the past year. 

ARRASTRE PLANT. 

Owing to an unusual increase in importations during 1918 
as compared with those of previous years, the work of the ar- 
rastre plant has correspondingly increased. The total cargo 
handled during the year amounted to 324,660 tons, as against 
281,653 tons in 1917, and 215,218 tons in 1916.

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It will be noted that the expenditures for the year 1918 is 
considerably greater than those of 1917. This is due mainly 
to higher cost of labor that prevailed during the year and the 
necessity of increasing the personnel brought about by increased 
trade. 

Due to inadequacy of pier facilities to accomodate the steadily 
increasing trade of the Islands and the congested condition that 
prevailed on Government piers most of the time, great difficulties 
were experienced in the handling of cargo and especially in lo- 
cating merchandise, which has led considerable delay in effecting 
delivery and has, at times, been cause for complaint on the part 
of importers. It is believed, however, that this unfortunate 
situation will be relieved to a certain extent upon completion 
of the bulkhead between Piers 3 and 5 now under construction. 
Money has already been appropriated for the erection of another 
pier to be known as Pier No. 7, which will be equipped with 
the most modern devices and equipment for rapid discharging 
and loading of cargo. It is understood that the Bureau of 
Public Works is at present working on the designs for this 
proposed pier, which will be larger in size than Pier No. 5, and 
that work thereon will be started in the near future. Upon 
completion of this additional pier it is confidently believed that 
conditions will be better and all causes for legitimate complaints 
will be overcome. 

PROTESTS AND APPEALS. 

During the year 195 protests involving the correctness of 
the decision of customs officers as to the classification or value 
of imported merchandise or the collection of certain Customs 
charges were presented to the Insular Collector of Customs by 
virtue of the provisions of section 1370 of the Administrative 
Code. Of this number 32 were sustained and 58 were over- 
ruled and denied, and 105 were pending action at the close of 
the year. Of the number overruled 6 were taken to the Court 
of First Instance on appeal, in 3 of which cases the decision 
of the Insular Collector of Customs was sustained by the court, 
while the other 3 cases were pending action at the close of the 
year. 

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

The consular work with which the Insular Collector of Customs 
is charged under the provisions of section 84 of the Act of Con- 
gress of July 1, 1902, involved the shipment during the year on 
American vessels, including Army transports, of 1,315 seamen, 
of which number 205 were Americans and 1,110 were Filipinos. 
The total number of seamen discharged was 1,265, of which 
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number 309 were Americans and 956 were Filipinos. Forty 
destitute American seamen were cared for and provided board 
and lodging and 61 such persons were furnished transportation 
to the United States at the expense of the United States 
Government. 

One hundred forty-eight consular invoices and one hundred 
five invoices of returned American goods were issued during the 
year. 

SUBPORTS. 

CEBU. 

As was the case in 1917, Cebu again ranked second to Manila 
in respect to the volume of foreign commerce last year. From 
the year 1911 to 1917 Iloilo enjoyed the distinction of being 
second to Manila in importance in respect to the size of her 
external commerce, but due to failure of the sugar crop which 
is the chief article of export of this port, and lack of trans- 
portation facilities to market same, she was pushed down to 
third place, having been supplanted by Cebu in the second place. 

The total trade at this port during the past year amounted 
to 1*36,202,936, as compared with ¥=35,270,779 during 1917, 
showing a slight increase. Imports aggregated ¥=11,484,577 in 
value, while exports amounted to ¥=24,718,359, recording a hand- 
some favorable trade balance of ¥=13,233,728. The principal 
articles imported into this port, according to their importance, 
are rice, cotton goods, iron and steel products and leather goods. 
Rice, valued at ¥7,594,685, which constitutes nearly one-half of 
all the rice imported into the Philippine Islands during 1918 
was imported into this port, as compared with ¥=4,538,617 im- 
ported during the previous year. Importations of cotton goods, 
iron and steel products and leather goods amounted to ¥=1,054,367, 
¥ s 544,284 and ¥=299,996, respectively, all of which show consi- 
derable increases over importations of the same commodities 
in 1917. 

Exportations of hemp, which is the chief article of export at 
this port, have declined from ¥=12,955,731 in 1917 to ¥=8,569,446 
in 1918. Copra exports amounted to ¥=2,262,257, as against 
¥=5,869,117 in 1917, and maguey to ¥=1,151,862, an increase of 
¥=306,251 over the previous year. 

Eighty*one vessels of different nationalities, with an aggre- 
gate net tonnage of 89,320 tons, entered the port of Cebu during 
1918, direct from foreign ports, as compared with 70 entrances, 
with a total net tonnage of 82,692 tons, in 1917, while 65 vessels, 
having a total net tonnage of 114,687 tons, were cleared for 
foreign ports as against 58 vessels, with a total net tonnage of 
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89,680 tons cleared during 1917. In the coastwise trade, en- 
trances of 5,609 coastwise vessels, tonnage 301,318 and 5,627 
clerances, tonnage 309,076, are recorded this year, as compared 
with 5,013 entrances, tonnage 288,219, and 5,093 clearances, 
tonnage 293,365, recorded in 1917. 

The total collections at this port during 1918 amounted to 
1*3,207,846.15, as compared with 1*1,879,810.98 in 1917, or an 
increase of 1*328,035.17. This increase would have been much 
greater but for the suspension of import duties on rice for the 
period from October 7th to December 31st, 1918, which caused 
a loss to the Government in customs duty on rice importations 
into this port alone of 1*420,942.44, which otherwise would have 
been collected. 

ILOILO. 

The volume of foreign commerce at this port during the past 
year amounted to 1*20,368,992, as against 1*14,018,491 in 1917, 
recording an increase of P6,350,501 or about 45 per cent. Im- 
ports amounted to 1*4,349,937 and exports to ^16,019,055. 
The principal imports into this port consisted of rice, value 
?1,408,816, cotton goods, 1*1,322,237, illuminating oils, 1*221,352 
and iron and steel products, 1*132,458. The chief article of 
export is sugar, the value exported during the year amounting 
to 1*15,160,610, as compared with 1*8,765,559 in 1917. 

Entrances of 22 vessels in the foreign trade, with a total net 
tonnage of 27,959, and 56 clearances, tonnage 69,041, are re- 
corded for the past year, as compared with 24 entrances, tonnage 
20,542, and 37 clearances, tonnage 48,704, recorded in 1917. In 
the coastwise trade, there were 4,723 entrances, having a total 
net tonnage of 287,197, and 4,744 clearances, with an aggregate 
net tonnage of 289,957, as compared with 5,216 entrances, ton- 
nage 343,730, and 5,280 clearances, tonnage 344,488, recorded 
in 1917. 

The total collections at this port during 1918, which amounted 
to 1*907,228.28, show a slight decline as compared with 
1*919,991.89, the amount collected in 1917. This decline is ac- 
counted for by the suspension of import duty on rice from 
October 7th to December 31st, 1918. 

JOLO. 

The total value of foreign commerce at this port during the 
year was 1*1,398,117, of which amount 1*1,057,605 represents 
imports and 1*340,512 exports. This shows that the import 
trade at this port has slightly increased while the export trade 
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has almost doubled. Entrances of vessels in the foreign trade 
totaled 26, representing a total net tonnage of 10,042, as com- 
pared with 27 entrances, with a net tonnage of 11,894, in 1917. 
Clearances numbered 26, tonnage 10,152 as against 25 clearances, 
tonnage 11,605, in 1917. In the coastwise trade there were 120 
entrances, with an aggregate tonnage of 25,312, and 118 clear- 
ances, having a total tonnage of 25,154. In 1917 there were 
107 entrances, tonnage 37,105, and the same number of clear- 
ances. The total collections at this port during the year was 
1*202,782.22, or a reduction of 1*21,346.18 as compared with 
1917 collections. 

ZAMBOANGA. 

The total trade at this port during the year amounted to 
^1,837,592, and show a considerable increase over that recorded 
in 1917, which was 1*1,464,193. Imports amounted to 1*1,354,051 
and exports to 1*483,541, as compared with imports valued at 
1*966,006 and exports 1*498,187 recorded in 1917. Copra was 
the principal article of export, representing over one-half of 
the value of all exports. Entrances of vessels from foreign 
ports numbered 44 and clearances, 35, as compared with 24 en- 
trances and 21 clearances recorded during the previous year. 
Coastwise vessels to the number of 804 entered and 827 cleared. 

BALABAC. 

The total value of foreign trade at this port during the year 
was 1*21,588, of which amount ^12,347 represented the value 
of imports and 1*9,241 that of exports. During the year 1917, 
the total trade amounted to only 1*16,380. Only one vessel en- 
tered in the foreign trade, while no clearance was recorded. 
In the coastwise trade there were 7 entrances and the same 
number of clearances. 

APARRI. 

Aparri is not a port of entry, but the record of entrances 
and clearances of vessels engaged in the coastwise trade indi- 
cates that it is an important center of interisland trade. Coast- 
wise vessels to the number of 425 entered the port during the 
year, while 446 vessels cleared. In the inland trade of the port, 
1,615 arrivals and 1,780 departures of river vessels were 
recorded. 

RECOMMEND ATIONS . 

It is respectfully recommended that an early provision be 
secured for the erection of a modern customs building on lot 
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number 57 in the port district in accordance with plans and 
specifications previously approved. The present customs build- 
ing, besides being too old and antiquated, is not of sufficient 
size to accommodate the increasing number of employees of 
this Bureau coincident with the steadily increasing trade of 
the Islands. 

It is also recommended that an immigration detention station 
be erected in the port district at the site previously agreed 
upon.
